Dublin, Nov. Hi. — Patrick Deiantiy 
was brought licforc ilif ]iolice court 
this morning clmrgoo witli attemptiiiL; 
to, assassinate Justice Lawson Saturday 
night and was reinaiulpd. 

The Queen's bench bar has expressed 
to Judge Lawson congratulatiouii on 
Lis escarii? from the niurdorouH assault 
Saturday. 

London, Nov. 14 — (Japt. Liullow, of 
the steamer Westphalia, .states that tho 
steamer with which his vesnel came in- 
to collision yestenlay, burned blue 
lightH at ^ita niaNiliead for two hotirs 
after the coUiBion occurred and the 
crew would have had ample time to 
escai)e. He believes they must iiave 
floated their boats and is very hopeful 
that all will be heard fiom in coin'se of 
time. The Westphalia will forward all 
h'er"pasbeiigers direct to London and 
herself proceed to Hamburg as soon as 
she iasufllciently repaired to undertake 
the trip. This will probably be to- 
morrow, as her injuries are not serious. 
Nothing has yet been heaiil from the 
lirst officer's boat and its half dozen 
men. 

London, Nov. 15. — A bo.\, whicli 
ought to have contained diamonds to 
the amount of ,'530,000 was shipped on 
board of the City of Chester and con- 
signed to the firm of Louis Stra.sl>urger 
it Co., ^laiili-'n I.!uif, and whh, on 
opening in thi^ examining rnom of tiie 
ajipraisors, found to bo stalled with 
rags and : paper packages; one of the 
latter "rather disproportionately large, 
was a wooden block with a thick paper 
cover, and which appeared sealed, and 
the seals intact. It was received at a 
public Washington store in tho condi- 
tion in which it was then opened. Tho 
purser of the steamship testified that 
he received tho bo.\ in suspicious bad 
order. He hesitatetl to i-eceive it, but 
after having concluded to accept it, he 
deemed it indispensable to cover it 
with a strong jjajier wra[ii)er which he 
sealed in order to increase tho .safety of 
the package and its contents. 

London, Nov. 14. — The first annual 
report of the Irish land comniisfiion 
speaks of the indisposition of tenants 
to purchai;e holdings though a nunibor 
of landlords are anxious to sell. Tho 
arrears clauses in tho act arc not 
ojierative to the extent e.Kpectod, and 
the amount of assistance applied for is 
insignificant considering the large suuis 
due to landlords. Agreements for fair 
rents between landlord and tenant with 
tire-intervention of tho court are in- 
creasing under the machinery of the 
act. Fair rent cases have been dispos- 
ed of at a rate of -1,600 per month. 

Dutliii, Nov. 1. — The trial of Joyce 
on the charge of being a jinrticipnut in 
the moBsacre of the Joyce family at 
' Moamstrasna began before Judge Barry 
to-day. Another prisoner agcused of 
tho murder turned informer and a case 
seems iikely to be fully made out. 
Phibin,ithe informer, gave bis evidence 
nt;ainst the prisoner. Ho presented a 
dejected, sullen appearance, am^ evi- 
dently had no sympathy with bis own 
j)art in the prosecution. His testimony 
nevertheless confirmed the story ai- 
I'oady published that ten men went to 
Joyce's house. He saw Patrick Joyce, 
tiie prisoner, enter the door. Witness 
then ran away, and as he fled heard 
behind him from the house, shouts of 
"murder" and screams for "help." 
• London, Nov. 14.— The Government 
party is preparing lo accept the modifi 
cations on the second cloture resolution, 
that a inotion for adjournment at 
question time be granted if demanded 
by sixty members. The Irish will op 
pose this as placing them at a disad 
vantage beside the I^nglish parties. 
Gladstone intends making a stnlement 
of tho financial questions involved by 
tho employment of troops from Egvpt. 

Dublin, Nov. 14,— The "Freeman's 
Journal " is out with a leader in which 
it oflers an apology for its recent accu- 
sationF. and harsh language against Gen. 
Wolseley and against offering him the 
freedom of tho city. It says Wolseley 
has written a letter stating that it is his 
oarnetit desire (o see Ireland a loyal, 
. peaceful, prosperous land. 



Vienna, Nov. 14. — Examination of

A new 
revelation made public by tho astrolo- 
gers has assured the Sultan that he 
himself is tho jNImIuH or new propbi-L 
of I.siam. The celebration of niystic 
Holeninilies is so universal that busini'ss 
is at a standsliil ami tin.' streets' are 
given up Lo processions aiul religious 
festivities. 

Berlin, Nov. 14 — Thu "Post, " in an 
article directed against the iVeneh 
government, says it was pos.sihie for 
I'jUgiand to raise n coiilition against 
G(?rinaiiy and for i^ierinaiiv to excite 
lOui-ope against I'.ngland, but experience 
shows that Germany never o]i|i<)ses 
England .and England never opposi's 
Germany. 

Berlin, Nov. 14 — The German [leo- 
pie will present the (Jrown Prince, 
b'rcderiik William, and his L-niisort, 
A'^ictoria, nt thinr approaching silver 
wedding, .Ian.

Tho Time^ adds: Tho tidal 
vvaru him reached tile cresta of tho Rock}' 
iMountain and Sierra Nevada diatricts, 
the States of Colorado, California and 
Nevada having changed their ruling poli- 
tics with a grand rush, Nevada and Col- 
orado are Republican States, so far as 
their Governors represent the politicid 
complexion of the peojilo. In each of tho 
States the contest is cluse, but fur all [lo- 
litical purposes both may be conceded to 
tho DcinocrntH by a small innjority, and 
one. Democratic Congressman is elected 
from e.ioH Stale.

Hett enjoyed some popular sym- 
pathy, but tho attack made in his in- 
terest on Mr. Justice Gray and tho alac- 
rity with which frivolous pretexts were 
uaod to obstruct the machinery of the 
court, have canaed people to ask them- 
selves whether in tho interest of tho coun- 
try and with duo regard for his own solf- 
reappct, Mr. Ilott should not ha re- 
tired aomo time ago.
